Taliban fighters target 
U.S., Afghan outposts 
near Pakistan border 

KABUL I Hundreds of insurgents armed 
with automatic rifles and rocket-propelled 
grenades stormed a pair of remote outposts 
near the Pakistan border, killing eight 
U.S. soldiers and capturing more than 20 
Afghan security troops in the deadliest 
assault against U.S. forces in more than a 
year, military officials 
said Sunday. 

The fierce gun- 
battle, which erupt- 
ed at dawn Saturday 
in the Kamdesh dis- 
trict of mountainous 
Nuristan province 
and raged through- 
out the day, is likely 
to fuel the debate in 
Washington over the 
direction of the trou- 
bled eight-year war. 

It was the heavi- 
est U.S. loss of life 
in a single battle since July 2008, when 
nine American soldiers were killed in a 
raid on an outpost in Wanat in the same 
province. 

The Taliban claimed responsibility for 
the attack. NATO spokesman Brig. Gen. 
Eric Tremblay said the assailants includ- 
ed a mix of “tribal militias,” Taliban and 
fighters loyal to Sirajudin Haqqani, an al- 
Qaeda-linked militant based in sanctu- 
aries in the tribal areas of Pakistan near 
the Afghan border, (ap)

In all, about 12,9 million babies 
are born too soon each year, rep- 
resenting 9.6.p^rcent of all births. 
Of the 4 million deaths that 
occur soon after birth each year, 
28 percent are attributable to pre- 
maturity. 

Preterm birth is defined as 
birth before 37 weeks of gesta- 
tion, A normal pregnancy lasts 40 
weeks. Rates and causes of pre- 
term birth differ widely by region.

Obama official says

WASHINGTON | Atop U.S. com- 
mander’s public plea for more 
troops in Afghanistan prompted 
a mild rebuke Sunday from the 
White House national security 
adviser, as the administration 
heads into a second week of inten- 
sive negotiations over its evolving 
Afghan strategy. 

Retired general James Jones 
said that decisions about how 
best to stabilize Afghanistan 
must extend beyond troop levels 
to development and governance. 
And the request by Army Gen, 
Stanley McChrystal, the top U.S. 
commander in Afghanistan, for 
up to 40,000 more troops is just 
one of three key elements advis- 
ers must consider as they meet this 
week to plot the way ahead. 

He added that it is “better for 
military advice to come up through 
the chain of command,” rather 
than off a public stage, referring 
to McChrystal’s speech in Lon- 
don last week in which he made

a case for more troops. But Jones 
also beat back suggestions that the 
open campaign could jeopardize 
the general’s job.

Jones said Afghanistan is not 
in imminent danger of falling to 
the Taliban, and he downplayed 
fears that the insurgency could 
set up a renewed sanctuary for 
al- Qaeda. 

“Afghanistan is not in immi- 


nent danger of falling,” Jones said. 
“The al- Qaeda presence is very 
diminished. The maximum esti- 
mate is less than 100 operating in 
the country, no bases, no ability to 
launch attacks on either us or our 
allies.”

Organizations that 
are hiring can’t find 
qualified applicants 

In a brutal job market, here’s a 
task that might sound easy: Fill 
jobs in nursing, engineering and 
energy research that pay $55,000 
to $60,000, plus benefits. 

Yet even with 15 million peo- 
ple hunting for work, even with 
the unemployment rate nearing 
10 percent, some employers can’t 
find enough qualified people for 
good-paying career jobs. 

Ask Steve Jones, a hospital 
recruiter in Indianapolis who’s 
struggling to find qualified nurs- 
es, pharmacists and MRI techni- 
cians. Or Ed Baker, who’s looking to 
hire at a U.S. Energy Department 
research lab in Richland, Wash., for 
jobs that pay $60,000 each. 

Economists say the main prob- 
lem is a mismatch between avail- 
able work and people qualified to 
do it. Millions of jobs with attrac- 
tive pay and benefits that once 
drew legions of workers to the 
auto industry, construction. Wall 
Street and other sectors are gone, 
probably for good. And those who 
lost those jobs generally lack the 
right experience for new positions

popping up in health care, energy 
and engineering. 

The mismatch between job 
opening and job seeker is likely 
to persist even as the economy 
strengthens and begins to add jobs. 


It also will make it harder for the 
unemployment rate to drop down 
to a healthier level. 

“Workers are going to have to 
find not just a new company, but 
a new industry,” said Sophia Kor- 
opeckyj, managing director of 
Moody’s Economy.com, “A 50-year- 
old guy who has been screwing 
bolts into the side of a car panel 
is not going to be able to become 
a health care administrator over- 
night.”

Socialists Triumph in Greek Vote 


Conservative PM 
resigns after party’s 
worst showing ever 

ATHENS, GREECE I Greece’s Social- 
ists trounced the governing con- 
servatives in a landslide election 
Sunday, with voters angered by 
scandals and a faltering economy 
ousting Prime Minister Costas 
Karamanlis halfway through his 
second term. 

Humbled by his New Democ- 
racy party’s worst electoral per- 
formance ever, Karamanlis, 53, 
resigned as its leader and said a 
new chief is needed for the party 
founded by his late uncle Constan- 
tine Karamanlis 35 years ago. 


George Papandreou, 57, now fol- 
lows in the footsteps of his father, 
Andreas Papandreou, who founded 
his Panhellenic Socialist Movement 
party, or PASOK, and grandfather 
and namesake George Papandreou, 
both of whom served several terms 
as prime ministers. 

“We bear a great responsibility 
to change the course of the coun- 
try, ,„ We know that we can make 
it,” Papandreou, a former foreign 
minister, told jubilant supporters 
lighting flares and waving PASOK 
flags depicting the party’s symbol 
of a green rising sun outside his 
party headquarters in Athens. 

Results from 60.67 percent of 
votes counted showed PASOK win- 
ning with 43.72 percent, compared

to 34,74 percent for New Democ- 
racy. The result gives PASOK a 
comfortable majority of about 159 
seats in the 300-member parlia- 
ment, bringing the party back to 
power after five years of conser- 
vative governance. 

Papandreou’s victory, along with 
a recent election win by socialists 
in Portugal, bucks a European 
trend that has seen a conservative 
surge in the powerhouse econo- 
mies, including in Germany, where 
Chancellor Angela Merkel won re- 
election last week, 

“This is a historic victory 
for PASOK, which means great 
responsibility for us,” former min- 
ister Evangelos Venizelos said.

Sosa’s rise to stardom began at 
15, when she entered a radio con- 
test and won a two-month contract 
with the broadcaster. 

By the 1970s, she was recog-

Improved service may 
lead to less control of 
special-ed program 

A U.S. District Court judge said 
Friday that he might reduce federal 
oversight of the District’s special 
education system “in the next year” 
because officials have improved 
the speed at which complaints are 
resolved about educational services 
for students. But he said substan- 
tial concerns remain. 

Judge Paul L. Friedman said 
the most recent evaluation of the 
special education program was 
“extremely thorough, and, in many 
aspects, it’s a very positive evalua- 
tion.”

Purchasing a Stroller 
can break the bank 
if you aren’t focused 
on essential features 

NEW YORK I Choosing a stroller, 
when it can cost anywhere from 
$30 to $1,200 and more, can be as 
daunting as buying a car. Do you 
need hand brakes, or will foot stops 
suffice? How big a seat? And, of 
course, how many cupholders? 

Some families end up buying 
two or even three strollers before 
they find one they like. Here are 
practical steps to cut the uncer- 
tainty and save money. 

Start With You 

Match the stroller to your lifestyle, 
recommends Alan Fields, co- 
author of “Baby Bargains.” Many 
feature-loaded strollers will lose 
their appeal the first time you’re 
forced to change plans because you 
can’t fit it onto the subway. 

Generally, urbanites will want 
a lightweight and compact buggy 
for navigating congested sidewalks 
and public transit, while subur- 
banites may prefer a “travel sys- 
tem” — a stroller that comes with 
an infant car seat. 


Testing, Testing 

Just as you would test-drive a car, 
you should try strollers in real-life 
situations, especially when buying 
one used. Wear flip-flops to go 
shopping so you can test whether 
the foot brakes require hard shoes 
to set and release. And check that 
the stroller slips easily into your 
car’s trunk. 

Above all, because putting 
down the baby is sometimes out of 
the question, a stroller that takes 


two hands to unfold should be out 
of the question.

When you reach 70 1/2 and you 
have IRAs or certain other tax- 
deferred retirement accounts, the 
IRS requires you to take out some 
of the money to begin paying the 
taxes. Failure to make a mandated 
withdrawal, called a required min- 
imum distribution, or RMD, car- 
ries a tax penalty of 50 percent on 
the amount to be taken out. 

Because many accounts were hit 
hard by the drop in the stock mar- 
ket over the past year, the govern- 


ment approved a one-year waiv- 
er of the withdrawal requirement. 
Here are three questions about 
required minimum distributions 
and answers from the IRS. 

How does the 2009 RMD waiver affect 
someone who turns 70 1/2 this year? 

That person does not have to take 
money out of his or her accountto 
pay thetaxes, which would have been 
required if the law had not passed. 
The waiver does not change RMDs 
required for 2010, which meansthe 
account owner who turned TOJ/g this 
year is required to take a required dis- 
tribution by Dec. 31, 2010. 

2 Can someone who has several retire- 
ment accounts just withdraw the 


required amount from one account.? 

An IRA owner must calculate the 
RMD separately for each account 
but can withdraw the total amount 
from one or more of the IRAs. 

3 What happens if a person does not 
take a required distribution by the 
IRS deadline? If an accou nt owner fails 
to take out a required distribution 
or doesn’t takeoutthefull required 
amount bythe deadline, the amount 
not withdrawn is taxed at 50 per- 
cent. The account owner mustfile 
IRS Form 5329, Additional Taxes 
on Qualified Plans and Other Tax- 
Favored Accounts, with the feder- 
al tax return for the year in which 
thefull amount of the RMD was not

FILMMAKERS I Joel and Ethan Coen 
took the title of their latest film, “A 
Serious Man,” from the dialogue 
they created for the characters in 
their surreal, darkly affectionate 
look at a Midwest Jewish com- 
munity. 

In one scene, a rabbi giving a 
eulogy refers to the deceased as a 
serious man. Later, the Coens’ des- 
perate hero calls himself a serious 
man as he tries to gain an audi- 
ence with his synagogue’s elusive

senior rabbi. 

The phrase is the brothers’ take 
on the Yiddish word “mensch,” an 
upright man, someone of substance 
and decency. 

Would the Coens qualify as 
serious men themselves? 

“I don’t think either of us 
would,” Ethan Coen, 52, said 
alongside his 54 -year-old brother 
in anticipation of the film’s theat- 
rical release Eriday. 

“I don’t know,” Ethan Coen con- 
tinued. “It’s just, you know, the weak- 
ness for fart jokes and the like.”

People in Hollywood would 
differ. The commercial and criti- 
cal success of their kidnapping- 
murder story “Eargo,” the roots- 
music romp “O Brother, Where 
Art Thou?” and their Academy 
Awards champ, the crime thriller 
“No Country for Old Men,” have 
established the Coens as very seri- 
ous men, people of consequence, 
in Hollywood. 

Able to do pretty much what- 
ever they like at this point, the 
Coens chose to explore a familiar 
setting, a Midwest Jewish com- 
munity in the late 1960s, a time 
and place akin to their own Min- 
nesota upbringing. 

With a cast dominated by local 
newcomers and stage actors gen- 
erally unfamiliar to film audienc- 
es, “A Serious Man” tells the story 
of physics professor Larry Gopnik 
(Tony Award-nominated Michael 
Stuhlbarg) enduring his owntrials- 
of-Job hardships as his home and 
academic lives unravel. 

“We really knew that nobody 
was going to see this, because it’s 
enough that you’re doing a movie 
about Jews,” said Richard Kind, 
the “Spin City” co-star who is one 
of the few well-known faces in “A 
Serious Man,” playing Gopnik’s 
freeloading brother, 

“And then they say. We’re going 
to have no famous people in it. No 
stars.’ It’s really just, they’re laugh- 
ing in the face of economics. ...

Now, more than eight decades 
later, a rumor is sweeping the Hun- 
dred Acre Wood: The adventures 
are about to resume. 

The drama unfurls in the first 
authorized sequel to A. A. Milne’s 
classic children’s tales. Called 
“Return to the Hundred Acre 
Wood,” the book by author David 
Benedictus goes on sale today and 
picks up where Milne’s “The House 
at Pooh Corner,” first published in 
1928, left off 

Pooh purists are surprised any- 
one thinks there’s a need for a new 
book, arguing that Milne’s work 
should be left to stand alone. But 
the Trustees of Pooh Properties — 
which manages the affairs of the 
estates of Milne and illustrator 
E.H. Shepard — had long wanted 
to carry on with the books. 


And it wasn’t until the trustees 
read an early version of the story 
that Benedictus sent them that 
they felt there was an appropri- 
ate successor. 

In the illustrations by Mark 
Burgess, Christopher Robin seems 
a little older, but Piglet returns to 
his traditional green outfit, and the 
bear hasn’t dropped any weight. 
But there is a new addition to the 
Wood’s residents: Lottie the Otter, 
a stickler for etiquette who is also a 
keen fan of the very English game 
of cricket. 

Benedictus said it seemed right 
that a new friend arrive for new 
adventures. He said he was care- 
ful to keep the spirit, ton, and lan- 
guage faithful to Milne — though 
he didn’t feel any particular pres- 
sure in taking up where the clas- 
sic left off. 

“If I did it badly, it wouldn’t be 
like I’d destroyed the originals,” 
said Benedictus, a novelist and 
playwright. “I hoped I could do 
it well. But, no, I don’t think I felt 
a weighty responsibility — that 
would have been a bit pompous.”
